PLONDON, May 26.The sArchbishops 
of. Canterbury. and York have issued the 
following joint pastoral letter, which is 
to be read in all churches on June 6: 

‘After ten months of “war we -see 
more clearly than at first the greatness 
and severity of the ordeal which is put- 
ting the spirit of our nation ‘to the ‘test.

Blockade of Austrian and Al- 
banian Coasts by Italian 
Fleet Proclaimed. 


ROMB, May 26, (via Paris.)—-Offen- 
sive operations resulting in; the occu- 
pation’ of Austrian territory all along 
the frontier from. Switzerland to the 
Adriatic are announced in an official 
statement issued by the War Office. 

Italian troops have seized various 
towns in the Trentino.and forced their 
way through mountain defiles. In the 
eastern theatre, on the lower Isonzo 
attacks were tontinued to gain the line 
of the-river, © The Austrians are re- 
portéd. to have. retired, destroying 
bridges behind them.

LONDON, Thursday, May 27.—The 
Italian army, which crossed the Aus- 
trian frontier to the east, along a front 
of sixty miles, toward thé Isonzo River;

ITALY TO BLOCKADE 
AUSTRIA AND ALBANIA 


Albanian Ports Suspected of 
Being Supply Stations. 


ROMB, May 26.—The Italian Govern- 
ment, \ believing that Austria-Hungary 
is ‘utilizing several ports on the Albanian 
coast for secret commissariat depart- 
ments, declared a blockade today against 
“that portion of the Austro-Hungarian 
coast comprised between the Italian 
frontier on ‘the north to the. Montenegrin 
boundary on the south, including all 
islands, ports, anchorages and bays, and 
also the Albanian coast from the Monte- 
negrin limits on the north’to and includ- 
ing Cape Kiephali on the south.” 

The declaration specifies the geo- 
graphical limits by latitude and longi- 
tude, and adds: 

“Vessels belonging to friendly and 
neutral powers will be allowed sufficient 
time to leave the zone, the amount of 
time to be determined by the chief of 
the naval, forces. 

“Measures will be taken in conformity 
with the rules of international law and 
treaties in existence against*all vessels 
endeavoring to cross, or which succeed 
in crossing, the line marked by Cape 


Otrante and Cape Kiephali.”

Furloughed French Soldier Now 
Here Reports Dispatch of 
370,000 Men,

Hebert reported that 
870,000 English and French troops had 
been sent té the aid of Italy. 

‘*T heard, just before I Teft,’’ he said, 
‘ that 250,000 French .troops and 120,000 
British had: been’ sent. south. in anticipa- 
tion of the ‘entrance .of Italy into the 
war, ‘to be joiried with Italian troups, in 
the expectation that seasoned veterans 
would strengthen the latter in the early 
encounters’ with the seasoned German 
and. Austrian «troops against whom «the 
untried Italians would have to fight.’’ 

Hebert gave a description ‘of ‘his ex« 
periences in the war. 

‘‘ After serving in the eaichien I had 
just arrived at. Rheims when my regi- 
ment was ordered into action,’’ he said. 
“ZT hardly know where.I was wounded 
first. As a matter of fact, something 
hit me sumewhere, and when I came to 
I was on a train filled with wounded 
men, on my way to a hospital at Deau- 
ville. -The casinos and all the hotels in 
beth that place and Trouville, adjoining, 
are now hospitals. When I went to 
Rheims I was’a Corporal. Now I am an 
Adjutant. 

‘Tam anxious to. gét. back; but it 
looks like a long war, and not much 
progress. seems to be made. The Ger- 
mahs have trenches of concrete, and it 
is pretty hari getting them. The French 
soldiers are-wonderful. They and their 
officers seem to take the war more se- 
riously than the English. It ‘is nothing 
to see a British officer, with’ his mono- 
cle screwed in his eye, calmly get up 
somewhere within 100 yards of the Ger- 
man‘ trenches. The chances are that 
they get him immediately, for reckless- 


ness. does not pay. in this war. 
““T understand there are 8,000 Ameri- 
cans in the French Foreign Legion

40 MILES OFF LIGHTHOUSE 


News Amazes Washington— 
Captain Reports Damage Was. 
Done by “Mine or Torpedo.” 


LONDON, May 26.—The . American 
steamer Nebraskan, Captain Green, 
from Liverpool May 24 for Delaware 
Breakwater, wag torpedoed teday by a 
submarine at a point forty miles,.west- 
southwest of Fastnet, off the south coast 
of treland. 

The: sea. was calm at the time. The 
crew. at once took to the boats and 
stood-by the steamer. It was soon as- 
certained that the Nebraskan was not 
seriously damaged, but. she -had. been 
struck forward, and her forehdlds were 
full of water.

When 
asked today if Frank would be heard a 
member of the commission stated that 
no applicant for a pardon or commuta- 
tfon ever had been allowed to appear in 
such proceedings, and he was not pre- 
pated to say whether the precedent 
would be broken in Frank’s case. 

Albert 8S. Osborn, @ handwriting ex- 
pert of New York City, who examined 
the notes found beside the: body of Mary 
Phagan, has submitted to the State 
Prison Commission and the Governor a 
detailed analytical report of his exami- 
nation. - These notes purported to de- 
ascribe the murderer. Théy were writ- 
ten by the negro Jim Conley, and they 
described as the murderer a negro of 
characteristics opposite to those of Con- 
ley. The lattér testified that he wrote 
the ‘‘ murderer notes’’ at the dictation 
of Leo M. Frank.

FOSS URGES FRANK CLEMENCY. 


Other Prominent Men Speak at Bos- 
ton Mass Meeting of Protest.

BOSTON, May 26~—A mass meeting 
to protest against the execution of Leo 
M,. Frank was held in Faneuil Hall to- 
night. The hall was filled. Samuel J. 
Elder presided, and aMyor James M. 
Curley, ex-Governor Eugene N. Foss, 
Dr. John W. Coughlin, of Fall. River, 
Massachusetts member of the Demo- 
cratic National Committee; Robert Sil- 
verman of .oBston, Simon: Swig of 
Taunton, and Dr. Samuel Goodman of 
Atlanta were ‘among the speakers. 

The theme of the speakers was, as 
Dr. Coughlin phrased it, not sympathy, 
but justice. Dr. Goodman portrayed 
the stress under Which the trial was 
held; and that popular prejudice still 
existed against the prisoner was evi- 
denced he said by the recent refusal 
of the editor of one of the local. news- 
papers to publish a petition circulated by 
friends of Frank, ‘*‘ for fear of exciting 
the mob, spirit.’’ 

BEx-Governor Foss, at whose establish. 
ment here Frank was employed in 1906, 
said it was very evident that the unfor- 
tunate man has not had a fair trial. 
Every gentile, as well as as every Jew, 
he declared, was interested in this case, 
because it might be his turn next to 
be the victim of ‘“ public sentiment.’’ 

Solemnity prevaded the meeting. To- 
ward its close a resolution was adopted 
beseeching the authorities of Georgia 
to grant Frank a new lease of life. 
Several hundred additional signatures to 
the clemency petition were obtained.

Explosion of Combustibles Gets a 
Novel Explanation.

— William Barnes 
proposed a group of amendments to the 
‘Constitution at the session of the Con-

amendments would sweep from the 


statute books the workmen's compensa- 
tion law, the Widowed Mothers’ Pension 
act, statutes regulating the working 
hours of women and children, practical- 
ly every law en&cted under the police 
powers of the State for social better- 
ment or;for the protection of the health 
and welfare of working men, in addl- 
tion the direct. primary law. The, pro- 
posal for a minimum wage law, which 
has been before the Legislature and js 
involved in proposals pending before the 
convention would have to be dropped 
were the Barnes amendments to Ye 
adopted. 

The Barnes proposals provide for the 
curtailment of. the power of the Legis- 
lature by restrictions embodied in a new 
Section, 830 to be added to Article IL. 
The text of the proposed new section 
follows: 

The Legislature shall not pass any bill— 

Granting.to any person or persons any 
privilege or immunity not accorded to every 
other person or persons.

Results of the War Game. 
‘The war problem which has just 
been played off.the Atlantic Coast had 
for its purpose the training of the of- 
ficers of the fleet. The problem on the 
part of the Atlantic fleet was, in brief, 
to prevent a more powerful fleet than 
our own from establishing a base at 
some point between Eastport, Me.,-and 
Cape Hatteras, from which to invade the 
country. 

“When Admiral Fletcher moved out 


from New York at moon of May 18 with 
the Blue fleet he faced the difficult 


; pueblos of .meeting an enemy stronger 


han his own in every ‘branch except 
submarines, and especially superior in 
scouts. Admiral Fletcher's. plan,of. de- 
fense -was ,excellent, but- was not suc- 
cessful owing to weather conditions and 
the marked superiority of the enemy in 


scouts. 

“The attacking Red fleet, under Rear 
Admiral Beatty,,. approached . ata -dis- 
tance of several hundred miles by a_line 
of fast scouts spaced at intervals and 
covering a front.-of ney, miles 
behind this line ‘and. ready to stiffen 
it at any point where necessary came a 
line of battle cruisers and armored 
cruisers. These Red scouts and cruisers 
had the problem -not only of locating 
the. Blue fleet, but also of preventing 
any concentration of ships from the 
Blue fleet from breaking through a 
weak point in their line and attacking 
the Red transports following behind the 
main Rad fleet. These transports were 
intended to effect a foothold on. the 
coast and maintain themselves there un- 
til reinforcements could be brought ,to 
their support. 

*The advance forces came in contact 
soon after daylight onithe 20th. Within 
a few hours about half of. the Blue 
scouts had been put out of action, the 


+ most effective work against them being 


done by the enémy’s battle cruisers, 
whose high speed and long range en- 
abled them to pick off the slower and 
weaker Blue cruisers almost at will, at 
the same time eluding the supporting 
dreadnoughts. 

‘“* Admiral. Fletcher withdrew to the 
northward, using his remaining. scouts 
to. search - and uard..the area from 
which he believed the Red fleet would 
pass if it contemplated.landing.op the 
‘New England coast. This ‘was, as a 
matter of fact, Admiral Beatty's plan, 
although Admiral etcher had not 
actually located the Red fleet. The 
Blue fleet succeeded. in protecting this 
region and forcing Admiral Beatty in 
the end to seek an opening to the south- 
ward. 

‘In the meantime Admiral Beatty 
was holding his main force well out to 
sea and following up every move of 
the defending fleet -with his scouts. 
Thus one fleet was able to: make every 
move with knowledge of the enemy's 
whereabouts, while the other was in the 
dark. When convinced that no opening 
Was to be expected along the New Eng- 
land coast, Admiral en f turned -to- 
ward the south and passed around the 
flank of the defending forces, starting 
out about noon of the 24th for the Chesa- 
peake. During the night of the 24th 
Admiral. Fletcher left the vicinity of 
Cape Cod, where he had remained for 
three days, and moved southward. 
**News of this mave almost imme- 
wae A reached Admiral Beatty, who at 
that time was headed for Cape Henry, 
Over 100 miles ahead of the Blue fleet.
